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Under 19 youth feagues will be 
formed in all States as part of the 
Australian Soccer Federation's Coca- 
Cola youth development programme 
outlined in Sydney yesterday (Tues- 
day). 

Under the programme, Coca-Cola Bottlers will 
give the ASF at least $270,000 in cash over the 
next three years. 

The total value of Coca-Cola’s backing of 
youth soccer over this period will amount to 
at least $1.3 million. 


Mr Robert Patterson, Australian Development manager of 
the Coca-Cola Export Corporation, handed a $68,000 cheque 
to ASF president Sir Arthur George at the Hakoah Club yester- 
day as the contribution for the first year of the three-year pro- 
gramme. 

Coke's State branches will spend about $70,000 for back-up 
activities in the first year. 

The ASF will get $82,000 in cash and Coke branches will 
provide $90,000 in back-up money during 1980. 

In 1981, Coke will give the ASF, at least $120,000 in cash 
and a similar amount will be spent by Coca-Cola bottlers on 
back-up projects. 

Coca-Cola will also spent at least $600,000 on the finals of 
the FIFA World Youth Tournament to be staged in Australia in 
1981,.An extra $200,000 will be spent on advertising, and 
other activities that will link Coca-Cola with the tournament. 

The cash Coca-Cola will give to the ASF will be spent on: 

© establishing permanent under 19 State squads; 

@ starting under 19 Coca-Cola youth leagues in each State, 
starting next year, to assist the development of a national under 
19 team for the 1981 world youth championships; 

@ organising training camps for State youth squads in each 
capital city; 

@ Running training camps for the national under 19 squad; 

@ helping pay for the visit of national youth teams from over- 
seas. The first visits will be by Uruguay in July and Yugoslavia 
in Augst; 

® re-establishing a national schools competition to find the 
best school team in Australia; 

© assisting the activities of the ASF’s recently-appointed 
youth development officer, Mr Brian Emery. 

The ASF will try to make sure that junior soccer at all levels is 
linked closely with the Coca-Cola trademark. 

The sponsorship is in hard cash, unlike so many other spon- 
sorships that are calculated perhaps on discounts or on haw 
many insurance policies a club may sell.

The high rate of coach sackings in Aus- 
tralian soccer doesn’t surprise Len McKen- 
dry, the Victorian State coach. 

McKendry believes many coaches are ill-pre- 
pared for coaching, and so it’s inevitable they 


will not find success. 


“'‘Coaches take positions at all levels but 
many don’t have the ability to deal with the 
simple problems. In any walk of life, you 
must be prepared for the job. 


“Coaching is about making players better, but 
senior coaches, even at high-standard club level, 


don’t know the basics. 

“Kh coach must under- 
stand the basic principles 
that when a player has the 
ball you must work on how 
to support him, and when a 
player loses the ball, work 
must be done on how to 
support him to win it back.” 

McKendry is currently 
the most successful 
State coach in Australia. 
Victoria was unlucky to 
lost 0-1 to Wisla of Po- 
land, but defeated South 
Australia 2-0. His next 
opponent is Norwich 
City on May 20. 

Mckendry  obstinately 
disagrees with the common 


belief that a star player will 


automatically be a great 
coach once he has retired. 

“Too many clubs take 
that approach,” he said. "A 
player is often appointed as 
coach of a club as soon as 
his playing career is over. 

“But nobody can become 
a good coach in a day, @ 
week or a year. Even if a 
coach passes the best 
coaching courses, he must 
slowly learn how to use 
what he’s been taught.” 

McKendry has an English 
F.A. coaching licence and is 
currently Victorian Director 
of Coaching under the 
Rothmans national coach- 
ing scheme.

started working with juniors 


and later studied in Europe 
before coming to Australia 
three years ago. 

McKendry says nationat 
coach Rudi Gutendorf must 
attain success for the future 
of Australian soccer. 

‘Australia must reach 
the World Cup finals in 
Spain in 1982,” he said. 
“Failure to do so would 
spoll disaster. 

“Many people say we 
haven't got the players but! 
don’t believe that. Austra- 
lia’s population is the same 
as that of Holland and Hun- 
gary but both those coun- 
tries are leading soccer 
nations. 

“And then comes the old 
cry that soccer isn’t the 
number one sport here. 
That's correct, but we do 
have the youngsters. The 
difference is Holland and 
Hungary have coaches to 
develop youngsters into top 
players, but Australia has 
not. 


“That's the challenge 
Australia has. World Cup 
qualification would make 
the game bigger here and 
go a long way towards 
making us a good soccer 
nation.”

Record bid 
at Waverley 


Prahran College of Advanced 
Education will try to play the 
world’s longest soccer game from 
May 14 to 16. 

The record atternpt will start at 
Gam on May 14 at Waverley City 
soccer ground, Sixth Avenue, Bur- 
wood. 

The aim is to attract sponsors 
to subsidise Prahran students 
who are going to Perth for the 
national students intercollagiate 
games in August 
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Much of the insecurity over soccer's transfer system 
was removed by a Supreme Court judgement handed 


down in Melbourne last week. 


As part of his judgement on an action brought 
against the Victorian Soccer Federation and Essen- 
don Croatia Soccer Club, by goalkeeper John Ken- 
nedy, Mr Justice Brooking said: 

"The correct view is that any restraint on trade 
imposed by the constitution and rules of the Victor- 
ian Soccer Federation and Its board of manage- 
ment and any restraint on trade imposed by the 
contract between the player and Essendon Soccer 
Cub are reasonable.” 

Mr Justice Brooking also said: “In my view the 
relevant restrains have been shown to efford no 
more than reasonable protection to the interests of 
the Federation and of Essandon.”” 

Many players have threatened to test the trans- 
fer system in court on the grounds of restraint on 
trade. Kennedy's action was taken not on those 
grounds specifically, but the references in the judg- 
ement to the restraint on trade issue will serve as a 
precedent. 

Kennedy's action was fought only over an order 
for costs after he withdraw a cleim for com- 
pensation of wages lost during a period when Es- 
seridon’s demand for a transfer fee allegedly kept 
him out of soccer. 

In arguing that Kennedy was entitled to costs, 
Mr B. Phipps QC tried to establish there was fault 
on the defandants’ side because they had allegedly 
imposed an unfair restraint on Kennedy's trade as 4 
soccer player. 

However, Mr Justice Brooking gave his judg- 
ement in favor of the VSF and Essendon, ruling that 
Kennedy would have to bear the defendants’ costs.. 

Kennedy's action was against T. Maramaras, M. 
Weinstein, G. Wallace, and J. Dimtsis (the Feder- 
ation) and J. Sigur. J. Solic, A. Smolic and F. Burin 
(Essendon). 


Mr Justice Brooking said that Kennedy applied 
to Essendon for a transfer to. Frankston City in Feb- 
ruary, 1978. Essendon demanded a transfer fee of 
$1500 for Kennedy. 

He said Frankston had been willing to pay the 
$1500, but Kennedy had advised Frankston not to 
pay, as he felt he could get away for nothing. 

Mr Justice Brooking said he accepted evidence 
that discussions between Essendon and Kennedy 
about renewal of his contract ended abruptly and 
that Kennedy had been annoyed at Essendon’s fail- 
ure to re-engage him on the same terms. 

Kennedy thereforaé wanted to see Essendon 
deprived of a transfer fee, Mr Justice Brooking said. 

“The plaintiff would have been transferred from 
Essendon to Frankston had he not chosen to inter- 
meddle by saying to Gussenhoven (a Frankston of- 
ficial) that he would get away for nothing. 

“The plaintiff acted in a way inconsistent with 
his professed attitude by. intervening to suggest 
Frankston should not pay his fee.” 

Mr Justice Brooking said Kennedy had since 
transferred to Melbourne Soccer Club for a $1000 
transfor fee. 

Mr Justice Brooking said that unlike the case of 
Eastham against Newcastle United in England, 
Kennedy was not asserting that he was dis- 
satisified with the transfer sytem In the way it af- 
fected professional or semi-professional players. 

"He (Kennedy) said he resorted to litigation only 
to get a transfer from Essendon,” Mr Justice Broo- 
king siad. 

He added later: “If he had wanted the restraint 
on trade being considered, then one would not 
have expected the taking up of the position by the 
plaintiff regarding his transfer to Melbourne.”

In South Australia Rudi 
Gutendorf said that West 
Adelaide's Martyn Crook would 
be his No. 1 goalkeeper for 
Australia's World Cup bid. 

In Victoria South Malboume’s 
Jack Reilly, John Hansen and 
Peter Laumets found themselves 
in triangle of trouble. 

In the latter affair the central 
figure was another of the species, 
Dave Maclaren, ex-Wolves 
goalkeeper and until recently 
South Melbourne coach/manager. 

South Melbourne's problems 
brought back the old cry" 
Goalkeepers can’t coach,” 
something which was also 
levelled at Joe Gelei, former 
Hungarian international 
goalkeaper, who was coach of 
troubled St George until he was 
replaced by Rau! Blanco last 
week, 

Of course there is the perennial 
soccer saying that you have to be 
mad to ba a goalkeeper’. 

1 do not know about that one, 
but | do know that goalkeepers 
are usually people of character. 

Their solitary role and the 
enormous responsibility they 
carry on their shoulders would 
have to develop character. 

Negative and timid people do 
not survive long between the 
posts. 

The goalkeeping position 
uSually takes a considerable time 
to master. 

First there is the technique. 
That is the quickest to acquire. 

What takes time to master is 
when to catch and when to 
punch, what angles to take up as 
attackers approach, how to 
maintain full concentration for 90 
minutes, how to assist and direct 
your defence by calling 
instructions, when to come out 
and when to stay on the line, how 
to start attacks with good throws 
to the correct team mata. 

All these, plus the development 
of mental and physical toughness 
are not acquired overnight, even 
by the young genius with 
lightning refiexes. 

This is the reason that 
Maclaren preferred Jack Reilly to 
Peter Laumets and in part why 
Jim Adam preferred the 
experiencad Dave McQuire to 
Greg Woodhouse, and why Gerry 
Chaldi reinstated Todd Clarke 
ahead of young find Tony 
Pezzano. 

Gelei used the same reasoning 
to prefer experienced Martin Coe 
to bright young talent and new 
signing. Mike Fraser. 

Rudi Gutendorf has come out 
in print and said that he prefers 
experience in goal. 

However, here is the irony of it 

all, Martyn Crook, Gutendorf's No. 
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Martyn Crook 
— a ‘natural’ 






1 choice, is only 23 (Fraser is 21, 
Laumets 22 and Woodhouse 19). 
When | joined West Adelaide in 
1977 | had heard that Crook was 
an outstanding prospect who had 
been injured for much of the 
previous season. 

To play safe | took Sutherland's 
proven goalkeeper Malcolm 
Haynes down to Adelaide with 
me. 

This was a mistake bscause 
Crook proved an exception to 
‘much of what | have written 
above. 

Despite not having received 
much structured coaching and 
despite playing his earlier soccer 
at a low level, he had calm 
confidence and good judgement 
about when to leave his line 
which added to his tremendous 
reflexes, produced a good ‘keeper 
even at that early stage. 

He fs a quiet boy who still does 
not give enough advice to his 
back four. He is also still a little 
suspect on crosses, though he 
punches very well! indeed.

He is being assisted and 
developed by an experienced 


goalkeeper, Sam Service, his 
friend and mentor as well as 
deputy goalkeeper at West 
Adelaide. 

However no-one, save perhaps 
his parents, gave to Crook the 
calm demeanor and quiet 
confidence which assist the West 
Adelaide defence when he is 
between the sticks. 


That is a natural thing which 
can take others years to develop. 

It is the reason he currently has 
the nod over all other contenders 
for the vital position of national 
goalkeeper in our coming World 
Cup bid. 

No team can win when the 
goalkeeper has a bad day. 

That is the burden all ‘keepers 
carry and none more so than the 
goalie in World Cup competition.

United under the astute 


managership of Dave Sexton. 

lf United defeats Arsenal, Sexton will finally win 
over the Manchester fans, who have watched 
patiently while he gave the famous club a facelift 


In short, Sexton has mellowed 
the once-flamboyant Manchester 
Utd, which was a_ highly- 
dangerous undertaking. 

Dangerous because In the past 
decade United's fans have seen 
some brilliant Individuals, Bast, 
Law and Charlton — among them. 

These skilful magicians were a 
trademark of Manchester Utd. 
Yet, when Sexton sold ace winger 
Gordon Hill to Derby County not 
long after joining the club, the 
fans were shocked. Hill was the 
nearest they had come to seeing a 
new Best, Law or Chariton, and 
suddenly he was gone. 


Gerry Daly, a skilful midfielder, 


was also sold to Derby County. 

As well as individuals leaving 
the club, so did the brash on-field 
Style preached by Sexton's 
predecessor Tommy Dockerty. 

Sexton is an avid fan of 
continental football. He admired 
and studied the Dutch and West 
Germans and this influence has 
had a big bearing on United. 

Manchester Utd is no longer a 
team containing brilliant 
individuals. The club has some 
great players, but they play more 
like a continental team than any 
other United combination. 


Sexton's only concession to the 
fans was the buying of Welsh 
winger Micky Thomas who is in 
the mould of Hill. 

But generally speaking, United 
_is a more controlled team than the 
one which took the field against 
Liverpool in the 1977 FA. CUp 
final. 

Arsenal returns to Wembley 
with bitter memories. Last year’s 
final against Ipswich Town was 
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forgettable for Arsenal this time. 
No team that has retumed to 
Wembley the year after a defeat 
and lost. 

Arsensl’s reputation was 
smeared a little at Wembley last 
season and manager Terry Neil is 
sure to use this to spur his players 
on. 

The final should be a classic, as 
Arsenal @fid Manchester Utd are 
two of the most famous and 
powerful clubs in Britain. 

Let's take a look at the teams —

Gary Bailey — Bailey is a 
youngster who broke into the side 
only this season.

Sammy Mclilroy — Plays in 
midfield and is quick and agile. 
Has been with Utd for several 
years. 

Lou Marceari — Joined 
Manchester from Glasgow Celtic 


and is a spirited fighter in 
midfield. Has represented 
Scotland. 


Brian Greenhoff — Missed 
Utd's semi-final against Liverpool 
because of injury and was 
replaced by Marcari. He used to 
play centre half, the position in 
which he won England selection. 
Has played in midfield since 
McQueen's arrival.

Plays 
mostly on the left side, where his 
pace and ball skills worry all 
defenders.

Pat Jannings — Possibly the 
best goalkeeper in Britain behind 
Peter Shilton and Ray Clemence. 
The Northern Ireland international 
is making mockery of Spurs, 
which gave him away two 
seasons ago. Spurs was promptly 
relegated and Jennings showed 
brilliant form. 

Pat Rice — Experienced full 
back, having played many 
international games with 
Northern Ireland. A tenacious 
tackler, Rice Is dangerous when 
he goes on overlapping runs. 

Sammy Nolson — Arsenal's 
third Northern Ireland 
international. Has been with the 
club many years, but only a 
regular first team player for the 
last six. Like Rice, Nelson leaves 
to join in the attack. 


Willie Young — Like Jennings, 
was discarded by Spurs but has 
gone on to be 8 constant and vital 
player with Arsenal. His ability in 
the air is great, although he looks 
cumbersome at times. Has 
fepresented Scotland and was 
given a life ban after an incident in 
Denmark 


David O’Leary — Came 
through Arsenal's youth set-up 
and has developed into a classy 
defender. The tall Eire 
international [s a _ confident 
sweeper, and will improve even 
more, 

Liam Brady — The general of 
the Arsenal team. His cultered left 
foot can split open a defence, and 
he has remarkable authority for a 
relatively young player. Has 
represented Eire may times and 
will be closely marked by 
Manchester. 


Brian Talbot — Won an F.A. Cup 
winner's medal with Ipswich last 
Season before transferring to Ar- 
senal. His work rate is incredible 
and he can be a driving force in 
midfield. 


David Price — An Arsenal youth 
graduate who has slowly made a 
name for himself. He plays in mid- 
fiald, and attacks from there. 











Steve Gatting — Still a 
teenager but was called into 
action when Brady was injured.

And while Australia lacks 
enough of such coaches, McKen- 
dry said England also has prob- 
lems. 

“Players like Steve Short (Es- 
sendon Croatia) Jamie Paton and 
John Yzendoorn (Slavia) shouldn't 
have been allowed to leave Brit- 
ain,” said Len. “They all played 
with professional clubs, but were 
mostly ignored. 


“They weren't coached. That's 
all there is to it. They are good 
players, but hardly made the 
grade because nobody worked 
with them,” 

McKendry said Paton, a former 
Quesn’s Park (Scotland) mid- 
fielder/forward, could score goals 
In any class of soccer, 


4 "John Yzendoorn was with Pre- 
Ston and Steve Short with Ever- 
ton, but they were ignored.” 

McKendry’s comments about 
ill-prepared coaches in Australia 
are sure to bring scom from many 
sections. Many ridicule McKendry 
and his peers, saying: “They are 
coaching from books” 

McKendry has come in for this 
type of criticism in the past but 
learned a valuable lesson in 
London some years ago. 

McKendry was confronted by 
former Arsenal great Jimmy 
Logie, who jibed Len about his 
‘scientific’ coaching. 

“It's a load of rubbish,” bawled 
Logie, “football's a simple game”.

Since that day, McKendry has 
used that one-liner whenever he's 
challenged about his coaching be- 
liefs, 

McKendry knows troulbe ex- 
perlenced by Short and Yzen- 
doorn exists in English clubs. He 
suffered similar treatment, which 
was a main factor behind his in- 
volvement in coaching. 

Len began his career with Wat- 
ford, the club of rock music super- 
star Elton John. 

“| was at Watford in the days 


when clubs could afford to have. 


up to 50 professionals because 
the wages were low,” said Len. 

“That was bad for a start be- 
Cause you could go without a 
game for weeks.” 

At Watford, coaching consisted 
of constant lapping of the ground, 
physical conditioning work, a five- 
a-side game followed by more 
running, 

McKendry said his only advice 
from trainers was: “You'll get 
better as you gst stronger’. 

“There was no guidance for 
young players,’ said Len, 
“and little or no coaching. 
Then when it came to a game, 
the coach would hand you the 
number four shirt and say, 
.“wing half Lonny, you know 
what to do’’. 

“And of course, there were the 
older players in the reserve teams 
who would get you to do their 
running. After the game the coach 
would blast you for doing some- 
thing the ‘old pro’ had advised.” 

McKendry later joined Chelsea 
but encountered the same situ- 
ation. 

"| played in Chelsea's reserve 
team with Bobby Tambling, Barry 
Bridges, Peter Bonnetti and Terry 
Venables. They all went on to play 
for England but only through 
sheer luck. It wasn't because they 
were coached correctly”. 

Disillusioned with professional 


football, Mc Kendry spent the bulk 
of his playing days in the South- 
ern League. 

tt was a meeting with Malcolm 
Allison, the former Manchester 
City and Crystal Palace coach, 
that put McKendry on course fora 
coaching career. 

“| knew there was something 
more to coaching after my time 
with Watford and Chelsea”, said

Len. “Just listening to Malcolm 
talk about the game was enough 
to show there was.” 


McKendry retired from playing 
at 28 to concentrate on coaching. 
In the meantime he was self-em- 
ployed in London. 

McKendry started working 
towards his full F.a. coaching 
badge. Once again he came into 
contact with Allison, who gave 
him his original inspiration to get 
into coaching. 

After two years of work, 
McKendry achieved his aim. Once 
again Allison had a large bearing 
on him. 

"| had a few offers from clubs”, 
said lan, “but Malcoim said it 
meant nothing that I'd passed the 
course. He told me to work with 
juniors, and learn to use the 
knowledge | had. But Malcolm 
never rammed anything down my 
throat. 


Over the next few years, 
McKendry worked in a variety 
of soccer posts. He met Brian 
Green, later national coach of 
Australia, at tho yearly 
summer meeting of F.A. 
coaches at Lilleshall. 


“L was in Australia when Brian 
was national coach,” said Len. “I 
did a lot of work with him but it 
was 2 gfeat disappointment to 
sea him leave. 

“Green was the man resoon- 
sible for releasing Australia from 
its defensive inclinations. I'm sure 
if he had stayed he could have 
completed the task. The players 
were behind him and he worked 
very hard to change the outlook of 
the national team. 

“Australian teams before 
Green's time were excellent at de- 
fending and getting behind the 
ball, but Brian wanted a team that 
would attack and gat the ball and 
players past the opposition”. 

McKendry said Jimmy 
Shoulder continued in this vein. 

“It's all about possession of the 
ball and keeping possession when 
going forward,” he said. 

Len worked closely with 
shoulder and is a friend. But 
McKendry admits Shoulder 
lacked experience as a team 
coach. 

“But Jimmy did try to develop 
an attacking national team,” said 
Len. “It's easy to defend, but 
much harder to get players for- 
ward to support and have pene- 
tration in attack”. 

New national coach Rudi Gut- 
encorf breaks out of the Green- 


Shoulder mould. Brian and Jim 
were involved in the Rothmans 
Coaching Scheme, headed by Eric 
Worthington. 

Gutendorf hasn't identified with 
the coaching scheme. 

“It doesn’t matter where you 
go in the world, soccer is two 
goas;: a ball and 22 players,” said 
Len. “The problems are the same 
everywhere. 

“In tum, proven pricniples exist 
that have been tried and tested all 
over the world. People reject the 
ideas but can they show me a 
better way of coaching? 


“The English and German 
coaching schemes are similar. 
There‘s mo such thing as the 
F.A. course producing dyad- 
in-the-wool English coaches, 
and likewise for the Germans. 


“The principles are there for 
personal interpretation by coach- 
es. No coaching course instructs a 
coach to follow a method strictly. 

“I've worked with and studied 
coaches like Rinus Michels, 
Hennes Weisweller and Dettmar 
Cramer. |'m positive the principles 
| follow are correct’. 

For those who believe soccer is 
a simple game and just as easy to 
coach, watching a session of 
McKendry's would be eye-open- 
ing. Len has great ability and I'm 
not going only on the recent good 
performances by his State. 

| worked under McKendry at a 
preliminary coaching course and 
like many others, was astounded 
by the complexity of real coach- 
ing, and by McKendry’s know- 
ledge of soccer. 

Basically, McKendry’s coaching 
revolves around the creation of re- 
alistic situations in training. Also, 
coaching to McKendry and his 
peers is about making a player 
better by showing the player, (de- 
monstration) not by. telling him 
(verbal instructions). 

McKendry was relatively un- 
known before the success of the 
State team. 

“For me, the State team fills 
the need for a source of reference. 
Later this year when | take coach- 
ing courses, | will refer to the way 
the State team approached the 
game against Wisia Krakow. 

“dn some areas of the field the 
players gave Wisla space and in 
other areas the players closed 
them up quickly. 

“An example is the Wizls 
goalkeeper. We made him kick 
the ball on many occasions be- 
Cause we covered the players 


he could throw to. By doing 
that it gave us a 50-50 chance 
of winning his kick. 

“In other areas we backed off 
because the Wisla players have 
excellent ball skills and could beat 
the State players if they went to 
them”. 

McKendry defended his deci- 
sion to include John Gardiner, the 
transfer-listed Essendon Croatia 
player. 

“John is an excellent player,” 
said Len, “and so | have him in the 
team. | refuse to talk about age 
because it's irrelevent. 

“Too many people catagorise 
because of age. If a player's under 
23, then he's promising. Once 
over 27, the player is mature and 
experienced. 

“But age has little to do with 
ability.Malcolm Allison introduced 
Tony Book to First Division soccer 
at Manchest City at the'age of 29, 
and also had teenagers in his first 
team. It's ability, not age”. 

As you have noticed, little has 
been written about McKendry the 
person. There is a reason for this. 

“— suppose I'm a private 
person,” said Len. “After talk- 
ing soccer all day I like to go 
home and do nothing. | won't 
even answer the door if I’m 
not oxpoecting anyone. 

“My job is highly-motivating, in 
that I'm always trying to com- 
municate to a group of people. It 
couid be players, coaches or stu- 
dents at college, but it requires 
alertness. 

“Sometimes | get exhausted 
because you can't afford to slack- 
en off. So at the end of the day, | 
want to switch off and do noth- 
ing”. 

McKendry is unmarried and 
Probably in his mid-thirties. He 
wouldn't tell me his age. 

Coaching has become his life. 
He's been a full-time coach since 
coming to Australia three years 
ago and will probably stay in the 
profession. 

Recently the F.A. contacted 
him with offers to of two jobs in 
the Middle East, doing devel- 
opment work. 

His contract with the Victorian 
Soccer Federation runs unti! the 
end of 1980. 

As for the Middle East, McKan- 
dry sald with a laugh: “I'm not 
ready for the desert!” 

With the Middle East oil 
nations shaping to be Australia’s 
stumbling blocks on the read to 
Spain, we cén't offord to lose an 
asset like McKendry to them.

Poland halted the triumphant 
march of World Cup finalist Holland 
in the European championship in 
Chorzaw, beating the Dutch 2-0 
and so opening up qualifying Group 
Four. 

The Dutch, who had won their four 
previous matches, fell behind to a goal 
by Zbigniew Boniek in 19 minutes 
and s penalty for hands, converted by 
Wiodzimierz Mazur, 3 second half 
substitute, sealed the match midway

West Germany, which beat Holland 
in the 1974 World Cup final, signalled a

Milan won the Italian Soccer Championship for the first 
time since 1968, playing out a goalless draw with Bologna 
which secured them the title. 


The game was captain Gianna 
Rivera's 500th for Milan and 
brought the club its 10th First 
Division Championship. 

With one match to play, they 
have 43 points, three ahead of 
nearest rivals Perugia and seven 
ciear of outgoing champions Ju- 
ventus in third place. 

A crowd of 75,000 at San Siro 
Stadium saw Milan clinch the title 
in a dreary match. 

Thousands stormed the pitch 
both before and after the game to 
greet their taam. 

Perugia beat Lazio 2-0 but the 
draw at San Siro put the title 
beyond their reach. 

Perugia still have one ambition 
left — to be the only side to go an 
entire season unbeaten since the 
First Division was formed in 
1929. 

The record will ba made or 
thwarted on Sunday in Perugia’s 
final match at Bologna, where the 
home team need at least a draw 
to avoid relegation for the first 
time in their history.
